AN AIR-BICYCLE. 


An Invention Which Will Navi- 
gate Against the Wind. 


— | 


The Product of an Aeronaut Who Hae 
Been Experimenting for Twelve Years 
to Accomplish the Present 
Result. 


About three years ago Prof. Carl 
Myers, a well-known balloon .expert, 
began a series of experiments on & line 
he had been theorizing on for some ten 
or twelve years, this being the con- 
struction of a balloon or airship which 
should become navigable and of some 
practical use. His experiments evolved 
he curious hybrid machine known as 
e “air bicycle.” 
Briolly speaking; says the New York 
lor, it is a compound of the bal- 
cen enitthe bieyele, The mechanism 
smatl and almost hidden from view 
when the rider is seated. It was orig- 
inally in the form of a wire chair, but 
has sciuce been modified into the or- 
dinary saddle of a bicycle. From this 
depends a fork,endine in two pedals, like 
hose of a bicyele, the fork having a head 
eross bar with two handles, as 
ucl. Down the center of the fork is 
1olleow tabe in. which there is a cog 
ee ! ratehet attachment, which is 
operated by the pedals, the handles, or 
both at onee. ‘This gearing furnishes 
the motive pewer of the machine. Thus 
the .power applied can be varied ac- 
ecordine to the speed desired, and the 
hands e2n rest the feet, or vice versa, 
without interfering with the headway 
of the machine or deereasing its speed. 
In front of the head of the machine 
there projects horizontally a lhght but 
strong steel shaft, which fits into a 
steel sheath. This sheath is ricid and 
firmly fixed to the head of the machine, 
while the shaft tmside of it is cogced or 
ratchcted into the mechanism acted 
upon by the chain attachments of the 
pedals. At the extreme end of this, 
furtherest from the rider, are four rigid 
arms, the « i which are rigidly 
fixed on the sueath, so that they oc- 
cupy a position exactly parallel to the 
body of the rider; the other two are rig- 
idly fixed on the revolving shaft, a 
cour 2 of slits being cut in the sheath to 
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C. to D., and in the course of a few 
weeks it would find its way back | 
where it started. One thousand | 
dollars spent at home goes through 
many hands and pays many debts 
that if sent away leave the com- 
munity one thousand dollars 
poorer.

Goutp has added 
another new feature to his cream- 
ery. It is a Babcock milk tester 
that enables him to tell just what 
butter is in a given quantity of 
milk. As it is a fact that less than 
half the cows kept for dairy pur- 
poses pay to milk is it surprising 
that often times butter making 
does not pay? Six pounds of but- 
ter to every hundred pounds of 
milk is a big yield, and it is oftener 
four than it is six. By tlhe methods 
employed by Mr. Gould the dairies 
or the meadow can be cleaned of 

all cows that do not pay. Because 

acow giyes a big mess of milk it 
does not necessarily follow that she 
is more profitable than her sister 
-who gives but half the quantity. 
It is the butter-making qualities 
the milk contains that should be 
the standard to judze from and Mr. 
Gould has put it within the reach 
of every one on the meadows to 
tell just what kind of cows he is 
milking, and beef the poor ones 
and keep only the choicest of his | 
herd.

bottom up. This spindle is filled with 
hydrogen gas, gencrated from water, 
and is covered with the ordinary bal- 
loon netting, which is guyed to the 
bamboo red, and the stecit shaft, much 
the same as the balloon, is attached to 
the car. The apparatus weighs 
fifteen pounds, and is steered either by 
the fan arrangement at the rear or by 
shifting the center of gravity asis a 
bicycle. 

The principle may be most clearly de- 
fined in simple words as that of the 
child’s air balloon—it will not rise by 
itself, but blow under it. and it soars to 
the clouds. Thatis the case with the 
air bicycle. The rider takes his seat, 
or rather he stands with his. seat be- 
tween his legs, his hands holding the 
handles. Stooping a little, he springs 
upward into the air, and bya quick pull 
at the handles brings the seat right up 
to him so that he involuntarily sits 
down, his feet falling upon the pedals. A 
sharp, decisive pressure on them setsthe 
chain and cog-wheel attachment whirl- 
ing, and this causes the steel shaft in 
front of the head to half turn. first to 
the right and then to the left, the two 
arms revolving with it, and as thetwo 
arms attached to the sheath rem:in un- 
moved tic extended duck is swung into 
aright ora left-hand helix, varying in 
rapidity with the action of the pedals 
and producing a backward current of 
air similar to that expericnced on the 
front platform of a swiitly-moving car, 
only that the current from tho helix 
blows upward and strikes the flat lower 
surface of the “‘hydrogen spindiec,"’ bel- 
lying it inward, and so still more in- 
creasing its resistance to the powerful 
breeze, which slowly raises the whole 
machine into the air. The helix at the 
same time grabs at the air in front, as 
it were, and sucks it back» In this way 
the action is the reverse to that of a 
ship’s propeller, whieh gives momen- 
tum to the vessel by its. peculiar shape 
pressing against the water. The air 
bicycle progresses by a similar action to 
that of the propeller svhen the engines 
are reversed and the ship steams back- 
ward. 

No steering gear is actually necessary, 
although the machine carrics a rudder. 
It will steer by the principles of grav- 
itation; if the rudder leans backward it 
ascends, if forward it descends, if to the 
right it goes to the right, and if to the 
left a turn to the left is the result. An 
inspection of the tilt of the spindle will 
demonstrate this clecriy. The most 
important point of all is this: With this 
unique machine a head wind becomes a 
factor of propulsion, thus solving the 
great problem of aerial navigation. The 
head wind strikes it und:r the tilted up 
end of the spindle, forcing the machine 
higher and hicher, while at the same 
time the helix in front is carrying it for- 
ward continually. Thus the harder it 
blows (in anything short of an actnal

‘ that they tooked as if they would have 
to be taken out with a fork—were busi- 
ly engaged in discussing a slight’ lunch 
of sandwiches and a flask containing 
some liguid, which went down very 
quickly. eS 
‘In a third a ferocious-looking virago 
was obviously engaged in a battle royal 
with two young girls, though what the 
_row was about it was hard tosay. Her 
gesticulations were, however, so very 
furious, and the way she opened her 
enormous mouth so comic, that at last 


from ten thousand to over thirty thou- 
sand people, are in¢iting missionaries to 
settle among them. In November last, 
says the Chicago Post, the Pioneer, a 
little steamer in' the service of the Con- 
go Bololo mission, started from Stanley 
Pool on her tirst trip up the river. 
Three months had been speftit in the 
very. arduous work of transporting the 
steamer to Stanley Pool. ‘The mission 
stations she is to serve are already es- 
tablished in the region which was first 
| visited about five years ago by Grenfell 
and Von Francois, who found there an 
enormous. number of cannibals and 
many fierce dwarfs,who gave them bat- 
tle nearly every inch of the way. These 
same regions are now welcoming the 
white missionaries. At the present rate 
of progress in less than ten years there 
will not be a district of any importance 
between Stanley Pool and Stanley Falls 
which will not be occupied by some 
missiénary society. : 

M¥. Janssefi, the governor general of 
the Congo state, who recently returned 
to Brussels, reports ‘progress in all re- 
spects. He says the human sacrifices 
and tribal wars are diminish*ng in 
number. Many natives wish to learn 
useful. industries from the Europeans. 
Fields are cultivated on all sides and 
many brick houses are building. On 
the Kassai river, where a few years ago 
Wissmann had to force his way. by using 
arms, Janssen Was received with enthu- 
siastic friendship by crowds of natives, 
who besought him. to stay with them 
permanently. Onthe other hand, where 
the Europeans, have not yet frequently 
appeared, as on the upper Lomami, the 
natives still appear hostile and vanish 
without bringing the provisions the 
whites ask for. Janssen says it will not 
be long before in these regions, also, 
the whites will be received ina friendly 
manner.
